on its first page under flaring head-

-Firemen," printed a letter purporting 
to come from "a well known city fire- 
man" charging the present city gov- 
ernment with a violation of the law in 
demanding campaign contributions. 


The direct charge ot" criminal viola- 


tion of the law is made in this alleged 
letter. No names are given, but the 
"city government" is accused of the 
crime. 


The Advocate did not reply to this 


accusation Thursday" as it desired to 
make a complete investigation first. 
Below will be seen a sta'te'ment signed 
by every fireman in the city's service 
denying the charge, a Tetter addressed 
by Mayor Crilly to Chief Bausch, de- 
manding an investigation, and Mr.

As to Vacations. 


Previous to the appointment of the 


present Board of Public Safety each 
city fireman was given one day off in 
every eight, but was only relieved 
from duty from breakfast until mid- 
night, and was expected to report at 
meal time and stay at the station un- 
til all the others had had their meals, 
which really, meant only a nine hour 
"lay off" each we'ek. This rule only 
applied at the Central station. 


The Board, after looking into the 


matter, decided to let 
the firemen 


themselves decide whether each would 
rather have a -weeks' vacation in the 
year, or have a 24 hour relief every 
eight days. The firemen voted to ask 
for the 24 hour day in every eight, and 
the Board granted their request. As 
it'is, each city fireman receives nearly 
50 days' 'vacation in a year, whereas 
the police receive only the 
regular 


seven days. 


The Board of Safety also allows 


each fireman to take a. vacation dur- 
ing the year if he furnishes a substi- 
tute. Each day during the year, under 
the present rule, there are two firemen 
off duty.

'Cincinnati, Oct. 27.—Senator Jo- 


seph B. Foraker has issued a state- 
ment regarding railroad rate reg- 
ulation, replying particularly to the 
arguments advanced by Secretary ot 
War Taft in his speech at Akron, O., 
last Saturday night. Senator Foraker 
takes issue with the assumption that 
those who don't agree with the rem- 
edy proposed by Secretary Taft are 
opposed to any remedy whatever. 
'So far as I am aware," says Sen- 
ator Foraker, "it,is universally admit- 
ted that an efficient and expedient 
remedy should be provided against all 
of them insofar as legislation can pro- 
vide. 
The sole difference is as to 


whether conferring the / rate-making 
power on the interstate commerce 
commission is even a necessary rem- 
edy. 
My contention is that it is not 


necessary and that of all the remedies 
that have been suggested it is unqual- 
ifiedly the -worst." 


The senator claims that shippers 


don't suffer from excessive rates or 
rebates, at this time, and ""that their 
real grievance against the railroads 
is as to discriminations. 
These dis- 


crminations consist not only of dis- 
criminations between shippers and lo- 
calities but discriminations between 
commodities, in 
classification, 
by 


means of terminal charges, elevator 
charges, refrigerator" ""charges 
and 


many other kinds of charges and -de- 
vices too numerous to mention. 


He continues: "We undertook to 


deal with this 
trouble when we 


passed the Blkins law. In that stat- 
ute we provided that it should be the 
duty of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, whenever it should have rea- 
sonable cause to believe that any un- 
ust discrimination forbidden by law 
was being practiced, to cause a pro- 
ceeding to be -instituted in the circuit 
court of' the United States having 
urisdiction, and that it should be the 
duty of that court forthwith* to pro- 
ceed to hear and determine -whether of 
not there was just ground for the 
complaint, -and if so enjoin it. 
The 


supreme court of the United States 
las upheld the validity of this statute, 
t is now in force. There is no reason 
whatever why, if any locality thinks 
t is discriminated against, or any 
shipper thinks he is discriminated 
against, application should not be 
forthwith made for relief and relief 
secured if the charge can be sus- 
ained, for the court is by the statute 
expressly invested with full jurisdic- 
tion to entertain the complaint and 
administer a complete remedy. This 
statute has been in force ever since 
he 19th day of February, 1903. If the 
shippers don't take advantage of its 
mxvisions it is their own fault.

think that it can" be made more ex- 
plicit, and I have drafted an amend- 
ment which I shall at the proper time 
submit to my colleagues on the inter- 
state commerce committee of senate,

Akron, O., Oct. 27—What the com- 


position for the Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania league is, is as yet a problem. 
A meeting of the old Protective asso- 
ciation, now the Ohio and Pennsylva- 
nia league, was held here yesterday, 
hut nothing definite was decided as 
to the make-up for the next campaign. 
Youngstown holds the key to the sit- 
nation. 
This club, which drew some 


of the largest crowds in the associa- 
tion this year and which was awarded 
the pennant, has two strings to its 
bow. 
The Tri-State league, -which is 


now the only outlaw organization 
in 


the country, wants Youngstown to be 


„ come a member. 


The plans of the Tri-State league 


are to have an eight-club league with 
the 
following 
cities: 
Harrisburg, 


York, Lancaster, Altoona, Williams- 
port, Johnstown, either McKeesport or 
Pittsburg and Youngstown. Marty Ho- 
gan of the Ohio Works team, however, 
has notified the Tri-Sjtate officials that 
he has had enough of outlaw ball arid, 
that he prefers to remain under the 
tanner of the national agreement. To 
this the Tri-Staters replied that they 
•were willing to seek admission to the 
national commission, but under cer- 
tain conditions. 


These conditions are more, however, 


than it is expected the association will 
ever grant. They wish to keep every 
jumper on their lists, to he placed in 
class A and not subject to draft for 
three years. However, if the Ohio 
and Pennsylvania league can be made 
strong enough, Youngstown is liable 
to be lined up with its old rivals. 


Eight clubs have now paid for pro 


tection under the national agreement 
as members of the league. They are 
Zanesville, Akron, Youngstown, New- 
ark and Lancaster, Ohio, and Home- 
stead, Braddock, and Butler, Pa. Of 
these Zanesville, Youngstown and Ak- 
ron are the best bas^all towns. Lan- 
caster and Newark are dependent up- 
on Sunday ball, early week games be- 
ing poorly attended. 
Still they are 


backed by men who are game and are 
•willing to go down in their pockets to 
cover any deficits. They have support- 
ed independent teams and strong ones 
at that, for many years. Braddock is 
improving as a baseball town, -while 
Butler representatives thought that 
this town will be a winner as far as 
attendance goes. 


A peculiar situation, however, 
is 


presented at Homestead. This town has 
a franchise and a reserve list with 
some good players attached. But the 
Carnegie Works, which has always 
backed baseball in that city, has with- 
drawn its support and released Man- 
ager Howard Ulster, declaring that 
they are through with all professional 
eports. 
That leaves Risher with a 


franchise and no club. Consequently 
he desires to transfer his franchise to 
some other city.

present the claims of his company. 
He has an option on grounds in the

sure the league is a go and McKees- 
port is a member. He wants nothing 
but organized ball, 
however. 
None 


of the independent brand for him. 


Then there are Erie. Pa., and Ash-

Erie -was 
a member of the Inter-State league 
last season, but would listen to a pro-

Though the-story of Clark's suicide 


has been told with much respect for 
detail, many people here think that, 
the alleged suicide act- was a make- 
believe, and that Clark is still living. 
They explain J.he circumstances 
by 


saying that Clark is in seclusion, and 
that a dummy corpse was substituted 
by friends of Clark and the bank and 
by politicians who are said to have 
aided in the looting of the institution. 


Some of the most skilled detectives i 


in the city are working on the theory 
that Clark is alive. They are carefully 
going over the grounds of the suicide i 
story, and if they find that a fake j 
corpse, was substituted they will exert 
their efforts to run the Cashier 
to 


earth. 


In order to make sure whether or 


not Clark is dead, the body buried as 
that of Clark will be exhumed in the 


event the officers can get permission 
to reopen, the grave. In this connec- 
tion it is said, they will have some 
trouble to get the permission. 
More 


over, a tear-up in the National Bank- 
ing department is said to be about 
due. 
The Enterprise National, it is 


said, had been insolvent for a number 
of years, yet the alleged fact was never 
disclosed by the examination of the 
bank's affairs. 
A big staff of experts 


has been put in charge of the Enter- 
prise National and the question that 
confronts the department, is, whether 
or not the examiners examine.

Wellington, Oct. 27—Several

portant murder cases of more than or- 
dinary interest will occupy the atten- 
tion of the Supreme 
Court 
of the 


;nited States at the present term. 


Two of them grow out of the assas- 


sination of Governor Gocbel, of Ken- 
tucky. Jim Howard who is supposed 
to have fired the fatal shot and who 
has thrice heen convicted, brings up 
his cage on writ of error, appealing 
from the life sentence of the court be- 
ow. Motion to advance the case on 
the calendar has been denied, but it 
will probably be reached some time in 
December. A motion to advance the 


of Caleb Powers 
will be made 


next week. Powers, who is declared 
to have been the arch conspirator in 
the Goebel case, has also been con- 
victed three times, and is now under 
sntence of death. 
Judge Cockran of 


the Federal court in Kentucky, remov- 
ed the case from the state court and 
held that it should be reviewed by the 
federal court as the prejudice against 
Powers is such that he can not get a 
fair trial in the state court. From this 
order of Cockran the 
State of Ken- 


tucky has taken an appeal to the Su- 
preme court of the 
United 
States, 


•where it will be argued within the 
next few weeks. 


The third case now of interest is 


that of Anna Valentina, an Italian wo- 
man who "murdered Rosa Salxa near 
Hackensack. N. .!., and she is under 
sentence of death. It presents features 
of international moment, since the 
Italian ambassador has taken steps to 
protect the .woman's legal rights. The 
case comes up on appeal from the or- 
der of the court below, denying the 
woman's prayer for a writ of habeas 
corpus. The principal question raised 
regards her plea. She first admitted 
her guilt but afterwards changed her 
plea to not guilty. Her attorneys con- 
tend that thereupon the jury should 
have determined whether or not -she 
was guilty, whereas, what the 
jurj 


really did was 
to presuppose her 


guilty and merely fix the grade of her 
crime as murder in the first degree. 
The Italian emhassy took up the case 
on the ground that a treaty between 
the United States and Italy guaran- 
tees to Italians in criminal cases the 
same rights accruing to American cit- 
izens and that this treaty was violate*! 
because an 
American citizen would 


have been put on trial to establish Ms 
innocence or guilt, not merely to deter- 
mine the degree of the crime. A md- 
tion to advance the hearing of this 
ease will soon he submitted. 


Another murder 
case of national 


notoriety is that of Mary Mabel Rog- 
ers of Vermont. She is also under sen- 
tence of death and whose appeal as in 
the Valentina case is from the order 
refusing her prayer for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus. She murdered her hus- 
band, throwing him into the river after 
chlorofor'ming .him. Her case has been 
advanced to be heard Nov. G.
